School Prayers! 


By Lewis Llewellyn 

Voluntary prayers in the 
classrooms of our public 
schools have been declared 
unacceptable by the United 
States Supreme Court. 

A group of parents in the 
Queens borough of New 
York City asked that their 
children be permitted to re- 
cite voluntarily a brief 
prayer of thanks for their 
food, when they were ser- 
ved milk and crackers or 
cookies in school The re- 
quest was denied. 

When the case was tak- 
en to court, the first court 
ruled in favor of the par- 
ents, However, a U. S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals issu- 
ed a ruling against this vol- 
untary prayer by the chil- 
dren. 

The U. S. Supreme Court 
refused to review the case, 
stating that the New York 
authorities had “acted well 
within their powers in con- 
cluding that (these parents) 
must content themselves 
with having their children 
say these prayers before 
nine or after three” — that 
is to say, not while they are 
in school.

Palm Beach County's public school system has îs- 
sued its first annual report, It lists the highlights of 
1965 as: 

1. The peaceful desegregation of the schools for 
which all Palm Beach Countians and their leaders were 
praised, The area's mass news media also came in for 
special commendation from Supt. Robert W. Fulton 
for their “fine, responsible handling of this event in a 
dignifiéd, unsensaticnal manner." The report points out 
that the pro, 1964 
Civil Rights Act of Congress. 

2. The launching of the largest school building pro- 
gram in the history of Palm Beach County, is being 
financed mostly with funds from the bond issue voted 
by referendum in November 1964. Last year, $15 million 
worth of construction was completed, or placed under 
construction or in the active planning stage 

3. The reorganization of the Department of Instruc- 
tion was completed under a newly-appointed Assistant 
Superintendent in Instruction (Mr. Charlie T. Council).

"Wiglets" 


There is the widest pos- 
sible range not only in the 
styles of wiglets available 
today, but in the quality of 
hair real or synthetic, and 
of choice in the price you 
in choosing a hairpiece 
^onside- those factors. 

Whar kind of hair: Hair- 
Pieces made from human 
hair are the most desirable, 
since the hair can be blend- 
ed to match both the color 
and the quality of your hair. 

Which construction: The 
higher priced wiglets are 
usually handmade in what 
is called the “ventilated con- 
struction.” This means that 
each strand is attached in- 
dividually to the base, per- 
mitting the hair to be com- 
bed in any direction and al- 
lowing a variety of differ- 
ent styles from one piece. 

“machine made construc- 
tion,” the wiglet hair is at- 
tached to its base by a sew- 
ing machine — a less ex- 
pensive and less consuming 
Process than attaching hairs 
by hand. This method is us- 
ed for synthetic pieces as 
well as for human hair. 

Where you buy it: Wig- 
lets are sold almost every- 
where today — in swank 
salons, neighborhood beauty 
shops, department “stores, 
from mail order companies, 
or even at the five-and-ten. 

How to attach jt: Many 
wiglets come om combs that 
slide securely iri» your hair. 
For extra insurancé, you can 
make a large pin curl dir-. 
ectly under where the hair- 
Piece is to go and secure 
with a bobby pin. Attach 
the wiglet with large hair-^ 
pins threading them through 
the foundation and the pin 
curl. If your hairpiece is one 
of he larger ones, it may 
require three or more pin 
curls to anchor it. 

How to set it: Place on 
wig stand and pin securely 
to base. Dampen lightly by 
brushing warm water thru 
the hair. Section off strands 
and roll up on rollers, as 
you would your own hair. 
You may add a light touch 
of hair spray after wiglet 
has been styled. There are 
special sprays made just for 
wigs. 

How to cean it: If your 
wiglet is made of human 
hair, use one of the special 
wig cleaning fluids sold 
wherever wigs are. Pour in- 
to a shallow bowl enough 
to cover piece. Squeeze hair- 
piece gently, so liquid goes 
thru. Them press between 
folds of a terry towel, to 
remove excess liquid. Dry 
on wig stand. Within an 
hour, piece should be ready 
to wear or style, Most syn- 
thetic wiglets are washable. 
All you have to do is fol- 
low special directions that 
come with them.
